THE DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 

of the New Orleans District to the 77th Session of the Louisiana 
Annual Conference, Central Jurisdiction, Methodist Church, 
Held in St. Paul Methodist Church in Shreveport, La. f 
October 25-29, 1944, Bishop R. M. Brooks, Presiding. 

The District has 19 churches valued at $224,700.00 thirteen 
parsonages valued at $55,000.00, giving a total property valuation 
of $279,700, seventeen as loyal, able, and well trained ministers 
and financiers as can be found on any district with a total salary 
estimation of $21,690.00, a membership as follows: preparatory 
members, 222; active and inactive full members, 3673; and the 
following institutions: People's Community Center, the Lafon Old 
Folks Home, Gilbert Academy, Dillard University, and Flint- 
Goodridge Hospital. 

These pastors and churches with others of other denominations 
are striving to serve in the best way a total Negro population in 
the city of New Orleans of 149-034, plus those in and around 
Slidell. We have enrolled in our church schools 1154 pupils. 

All projects on the district this year have been highly success- 
ful. The Bishop's Crusade held at Grace Church was the first 
successful Crusade to be held in New Orleans in attendance, pro- 
gram, and finance. The Advocate Annual Drive jumped from 
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above eighteen hundred last year to 2469 with later reports carry- 
ing it to 2518. Race Relations Sunday report on a quota of 
$400.00 was $471.00, and other over paid claims are as follows: 
World Service quota $2232.00, paid $2520.00; Christian Education 
quota $375.00, paid $391.50; Area Council Expense quota $155.00, 
paid $233.00; Annual Conference quota $155.00, paid $167.00; 
General Conference Administrative Expense quota $45.00, paid 
$67.00; Jurisdiction Administrative Expense quota $50.00, paid 
$67.00; and Gammon Scholarship Fund quota $18.00, paid $69.00. 
The reception of Bishop and Mrs. R. N. Brooks was very pleasingly 
successful. tThe District Conference was declared to be one of 
the best by many in attendance. We have had marvelous successes 
in many of the churches in financial drives. More debts and reno- 
vations have been taken care of this year than have been taken 
care of in any one year for a long time. The Methodist Ministers' 
Wives Association, the District Women's Society of Christian Serv- 
ice, and the Methodist Ministers' Meeting have carried on in a fine 
way with a lovely spirit of co-operation and good will. The 
Ministers' Wives association of the New Orleans District is paying 
in to the Board of Pensions for the Permanent Fund $1060.00. 

First Street has run well in a silent and smooth manner under 
the leadership of Dr. J. W. E. Bowen until his elevation to the 
editorship of the Advocate. Rev. W. C. Haywood held the church 
together until its new pastor arrived. Rev. W. T. Handy had a 
warm reception extended to him by the members and friends upon 
his arrival, and they are lining up with him to do a great piece of 
work. Their income had passed the $12,000.00 mark in the 4th 
Quarterly Conference. They will close the year with a neat 
sum left in the bank, around $1,200.00. 

Grace is ever in the march under its gallant leader, the Rev. 
T. R. W. Harris, whose leadership is felt and respected by the 
church and community. He is holding up the prestige of the 
church in the face of strong competition. Large sums of money 
are being raised* important improvements have been made, all bills 
are paid, a reserve is kept on hand, the membership is growing, 
and the spiritual tide is high. 

Hartzell, under the guiding hand of Rev. C. D. Small, has 
realized its dream of many years, the completion of the church. 
All claims are being taken care of and the people and pastor 
are happy. The next District Conference will be held in this 
beautiful edifice. 

Haven under Rev. T. B. Cooper is holding its own. They keep 
a reserve on hand so all bills locally are paid promptly. There is 
no beating the bush for a collection. They have a delightful way 
of raising funds. This is a good church where many would like 
to serve. 

Mallalieu is being led into a new day under the leadership of 
Rev. F. D. Timmons. They have tried hard to liquidate the debt of 
$750.00 this year. They got pretty close to the goal. Rev. 
Timmons is a good preacher and pastor. 
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Mt. Zion has been led in a marvelous way by the Rev. L. L. 
Haynes. Extensive renovations have been made. A new kitchen- 
ette has been built in the basement and equipped, new chairs have 
replaced the old pews in the basement, the pastor's study has been 
renovated and furnished, the old pipe organ has been replaced by 
a much larger and better organ, the church was beautifully re- 
decorated, and many other things have been done. The pastor 
reports $18,467.00 has been raised, and $5500.00 paid on the 
above improvements. All claims are paid and $3700.00 are left 
in treasury. 

La Harpe is on the march of progress under the leadership of 
Rev. D. L. Davidson. The church has been beautifully decorated 
inside, and all claims are met. His return is asked for. 

Peck Memorial has developed greatly under the administration 
of Rev. G. E. Zilton. The church and parsonage have been exten- 
sively renovated and is beautiful. Rev. Zilton is a good preacher 
and pastor. All claims are met in full. 

People's is in the glory of her former days under the charming 
personality and resourceful leadership of the Rev. G. W. Carter. 
The rebuilding of its organ, renovating, and beautifying the edi- 
fice make it a charming place of worship. They have raised large 
sums in their rallies for the development of the Community Center 
and the payment of all claims. They raised above $600-00 Easter 
and in their August rally above $1500.00. 

Philip Memorial is on a steady rate of progress under the 
progressive hand of Rev. O. C. Daigle. An organ has been pur- 
chased, rebuilt, and installed, interior of the church renovated 
and beautified, the balance of $700.00 on the paving taxes has 
been paid, and a building fund is being built up in the bank. 
We hope to have a new modern church plant in the near future 
for this growing congregation. All claims are paid in full. 

St. Philip overcame its bad start it had at the beginning of the 
year and has cleared its long standing debt, a new roof has been 
put on the church, and other repairs have been made at a cost 
totaling over a thousand dollars. All claims are being met in full. 
The Rev. John McCallum has led them in this glorious march to 
victory. Total raised for the year is $2912.30. 

Slidell Circuit has been going by leaps and bounds this year 
under the tactiful leadership of Rev. T. H. Sampson in this his 
sixth year* The Village Church has been enlarged, repaired, and 
beautified in and outside. The District Conference was royally 
entertained by this charge this past summer. The pastor is well 
paid, all claims paid in full, a surplus left in treasury, and pastor 
and people are happy. 

Shaw Temple and Timothy have made progress under the 
leadership of its well-seasoned pastor, Rev. H. B. F. Charles. The 
notes on both churches are paid up to date, and all claims are 
paid in full. Bro. Charles should have a larger field to work. 
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Thompson under the wise leadership of the old sea captain, Rev. 
J. W. Turner, has done a marvel in that this small group of people 
in a rally laid on the table in July $1767.45 to clear a debt of 
$1600.00. The church is free of debt-, and the trustees have 
more than $300.00 in the bank. Members are being added to the 
church. It was a masterpiece of church finance. 

Trinity is flying high under the skilled and tactful leadership 
of Rev. E. A. Mays. They have succeeded in two major financial 
drives this year. The Easter drive netted above $1500.00, and 
the late summer rally brought in over $1800.00. A valuable 
corner lot adjoining the church is being purchased for a cash 
price of $2500.00, and they have a large sum left in treasury for 
the beginning of extensive repairs to the church building. All 
claims are paid in full, and the membership is increasing. 

Wesley, our mother church, is on the steady march to victory 
under the guiding hand of the Rev. S. C. Walker. All claims are 
being paid in full, $250.00 have been paid on needed repairs, and 
around $500.00 put in treasury toward completing the repairs, 
which would have been completed if the contractor had kept the 
terms of the contract. The morning services have been greatly 
improved, new members being added, and there seems to be a 
hope for a greater future for Wesley. 

Williams is making progress in liquidating its debt under the 
seasoned leadership of the Rev. Arthur Robinson, a strong gospel 
preacher and pastor. All claims are being paid in full, and the 
pastor serves these loyal people with pride and a desire to return. 

The Community Center is doing a fine piece of community 
work under the leadership of Rev. and Mrs. G. W. Carter. We are 
planning to expand the plant in order to meet the required stand- 
ards and to give greater needed service. We must have the sup- 
port of the Church or else some one will take our place of leader- 
ship in this field. We have to work under stringent rules of the 
government. 

The La Fon Old Folk Home is serving its inmates in a very fine 
way under Rev. W. C. Haywood. His contacts in the city greatly 
aid the program in additional support gathered from friends. The 
old people are served with all the necessities of life, and comforts 
are provided for both spirit and body. 

Gilbert Academy is growing through the skilled leadership of 
its principal, Mrs. J. W. E. Bowen, Jr. There is a dire need for 
space expansion in the physical plant to take care of the over- 
crowded class room enrollment. We do hope relief can be given 
this school in the near future. Its high standard of scholastic work 
merits our loyal support. 

Dillard University and Flint-Goodridge Hospital are serving in a 
unique way the needs of our race in these sections.

SHREVEPORT DISTRICT 

Bishop Brooks, Members of the Conference and Friends: 

I beg to submit this my third report as district superintendent 
of the Shreveport District. Twelve months ago I began my job as 
superintendent with a group of the finest and most loyal ministers 
of the conference. We have traveled thousands of miles, held all 
my conferences, two District Conferences which were said to have 
been the best ever held.

BASTROP: Reverend F. J. Thomas is serving his first year at 
this charge. He has done well. . All claims met in full, nice sum 
of money has been raised for a new church. Here is to be found 
one of our very progressive memberships. However, nearly half 
of the members have gone away. Yet those left have done a great 
job. A new set of furniture has been bought and paid for. 

BAYOU LACHUTE: Brother Russ is serving his second year 
at this place with success. Repairs have been made on the church 
and most claims met. 
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BELCHER: Reverend A. J. McCoy is serving his first year with 
wonderful success. All claims met in full and the church is spirit- 
ually alive. Belcher is in better shape than since long ago. 

BONITA: Reverend W. G. Jones is serving his second year 
at this charge. He has met all obligations and completed the 
remodeling of the church. Reverend Jones is a fine character, in- 
telligent and aggressive. Here is to be found the largest group 
of men of any of our smaller churches. 

FAIRFIELD: Reverend W. R. London is serving his first year 
at this charge in an unusual way. More than a thousand dollars 
have been raised and the church is a beauty spot of the district. It 
is painted inside, has all new windows, runners in the church, and 
the pastor's study is furnished. This church is well organized in 
all departments. Brother London is a strong preacher. 

KEITHVILLE & FAIRVIEW: Reverend E. T. Gipson is serving 
his second year at this charge in fine shape. Most claims have 
been met, revivals held, and the church is alive. 

GRAND BAYOU & PROVIDENCE: Reverend Z. Smalley is 
serving Grand Bayou for the fifth year. He has rebuilt a beautiful 
church and paid for the same. Claims have been met and a revival 
held. Smalley is a good preacher. We feel that he should have 
a larger place in which to serve. 

JONES MISSION: Reverend J/W. Washington is serving his 
second year with great credit. I think he leads the conference in 
per capita claims. With a membership of eight he reported twenty- 
five subscriptions in our drive for the Christian Advocate. The 
Woman's Society of Christian Service has increased one hundred 
per cent. He has rebuilt the church since he has been there. 

LAKE PROVIDENCE: Reverend S. S. Obee is serving his first 
year here in a blaze of glory. All claims have been met, old debts 
paid, and he brings up a round report. 

ST. PAUL & SINAI: Reverend W. H. Sullivan is serving his 
first year here with success. He has done well. Most claims have 
been met. He is a strong preacher and a fine man to work with. 

VANCEVILLE CT.: Reverend J. E. Brown is serving his third 
year at this charge in a marvelous way. This is one of the best 
rural churches in the conference. Brown is a strong preacher. He 
has brought this charge up with the other larger churches of the 
conference. He has increased all conference benevolences above 
any other church on the district. 

JOHNSON: Reverend E. J. Butler is serving his first year at 
this point. He has done a good job under much handicap. Nearly 
half of the memberhsip has moved away. Yet he has raised all 
claims in full, kept the church organized and brings up a good 
report to the conference. 

JEWELLA: Reverend B. J. Haynes is serving his fourth year 
with credit. He is a good preacher and fine pastor. He has com- 
pletely remodeled his church, painted it inside and outside, and 
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brings up all claims to the conference. He should have a larger 
field for service. 

DANIELS: Reverend N. H. Baker is serving his third year with 
untold success. An outstanding debt that had been on the church 
forty years has been paid. He has on hand nearly five hundred 
dollars to remodel the church. The church is well organized and 
all claims met. 

ROUND GROVE: Reverend B. F. Brown is serving a part of 
two years here. This church was considered lost, but Brother 
Brown has transformed it into a real church. All claims met in full* 
the church has been B brick-sided, debts have been paid, and he 
brings up a one hundred per cent report for eveyrthing. 

WASHINGTON & NEBO: Reverend W. A. Young is serving 
his second year with success. Brother Young is a fine character. 
All claims have been met, over a thousand dollars has been raised 
for a new church, and work has been begun on it with enough cash 
on hand to complete the church — a stone building. The church at 
Washington has been remodeled, lights installed. His report will tell. 

SHREVEPORT-ST. JAMES: Reverend C. C. Hayward, the 
veteran preacher, is serving this charge for his second year. He 
is a strong preacher and keeps in mind the program of the whole 
church. He has had success here. This church has on hand nearly 
$1500.00 to move and build on another site. All claims of the 
church have been met in full. The total amount raised is $5500.00. 
We endorse the moving of this property. 

SHREVEPORT-ST. PAUL: Reverend A. E. Liles is serving his 
second year at this great church. This is one of the most out- 
standing churches in our conference from many angles. This 
church has had a rather peculiar year. It has been in court about 
five or six times and paid out lots of money. In spite of that 
it has weathered the storms and came out victoriously. St. Paul 
has done more repairs than any church I know of. Just look 
around while here. This is a great congregation. 

MONROE-ST. JAMES: Reverend J. D. McCrory is serving his 
second year at this charge. St. James is the best organized church 
I know of in the entire conference. It leads the Shreveport District 
by a large margin. It has raised more money for various causes 
than any church we have. The church has been renovated, re- 
piped, new windows installed, and a new set of heating apparatus 
installed. It uses the Disciplinary Financial Plan one hundred 
per cent. This church leads all Methodism in North Louisiana. 
Total amount raised this year is $6,400.00. 

Summary 

The Woman's Society of Christian Service under the leadership 
of Mrs, W. B. Clark has been a strong support to the district in 
every respect. Mrs. Clark is perfectly agreeable, willing to co- 
operate, and loves her work.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 

NUMBER 1 

Our Educational Institutions: 

Within the bounds of the Louisiana Conference, the following 
educational institutions are related to the Board of Education: 

Dillard University which includes Flint-Goodridge Hospital and 
Gilbert Academy. Each institution is enjoying the most prosperous 
and successful session of its history. Dillard has recently received 
the equivalent of a $3,000,000 endowment which guarantees its 
permanence. 

Gilbert Academy is without doubt in many respects the leading 
high school in the state. It has experienced a phenomenal growth 
in its enrollment of seven hundred and forty-eight (748) students 
and twenty- two (22) teachers. At the same time, it has maintained 
high standards of excellence in its academic work. Her graduates 
are accepted into Freshman Classes of any accredited university 
or college. It is worthy of the continued support of the Louisiana 
Conference. 

Both President of Dillard and Mrs. Margaret Davis Bowen, 
principal of Gilbert Academy, are educational administrators of 
more than usual ability and have given fine leadership to their re- 
spective institutions. Now then, that we may be of larger service 
to Gilbert and the General Board of Education as a Conference, 
we recommend that an Advisory Board be organized with the 
Bishop, Superintendents, one Pastor and One Layman from each 
District. 

Race Relations Sunday: 

In 1940-41 Race Relations Day collections amounted to $941.00. 
In 1943-44 the same collection had increased to $1,683.00. This

is gratifying increase, and yet it is far below similar offerings from 
the Texas. West Texas, South Carolina, and Upper Mississippi Con- 
ferences. We recommend that the same as last year go to Gilbert. 

Editorial Division: 

During the last quadrennium fifty-five periodicals published by 
the three united churches were streamlined into twenty-four. These 
twenty-four periodicals have a combined circulation of 4,193,281. 

We are especially gratified that the Sunday School publications 
have been very generous in carrying articles designed for the 
improvement of Race Relations. There have been many sympa- 
thetic and informing articles written, and pictures of Negroes 
and of various church activities in the Central Jurisdiction have 
been used in larger numbers than ever before in the history of the 
Church. 

The December issue of the Adult Magazine will carry a special 
course — the subject of which is The Golden Rule in Race Relations, 
prepared by Dr. M. S. Davage. This will be a series of five lessons 
extending through the month of December.

Report Number 2 

And in order that our Conference may build a more adequate 
program of Christian Education that will touch every church, we 
make the following recommendations: 

1. That efforts be made to encourage every church to organ- 
ize a Local Church Board of Education in accordance with 
paragraphs 181, 182 and 183. 

2. That interest be given to Church School enrollment and 
attendance, which is in accordance with the General Church 
Program for this quadrennium, by way of special stimula- 
tion in Vacation Schools, Youth Institutes, Adult Assem- 
blies, Leadership Training Courses, Home Study Courses, 
and other projects suggested by the Church. 

3. That we urge the observance in each Church School, the 
fourth Sunday in each month as World Service Sunday, 
(paragraphs 187 and 268) that one Sunday in each year 
be observed by the Church School as Church School Rally 
Day for the purpose, first* of informing and challenging 
the people of the community with regard to the church's 
program of Christian Education; second, of receiving an 
an offering for the Annual Conference Board of Educa- 
tion for the Program of its Local Church Division, the date 
to be fixed by the Board of Education; that one Sunday in 
each year be observed by the Church School as Methodist 
Student Day (formerly Children's Day or College Day) 
with an offering for the Student Loan and Scholarship 
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Fund; that as a means of educating the Church in regards 
to better race relations and the needs of Negro schools, 
Race Relations Sunday, (second Sunday in February), 
shall be observed in all the congregations as the date 
when the interest of Christian Education for Negro youth 
shall be presented. 

4. That each Church shall be required to use literature 
published and recommended by the Methodist Church. 

5. We recommend that the Conference put into its budget 
for Christian Education in the Local Church in the Louis-

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CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 

1. The hours for meeting and adjourning shall be from 8:30 
A. M. to 12:30 P. M. subject to change when necessary. The first 
half hour for devotional exercises. All members are required to be 
present at the regular business sessions. 

2. The names of the absent or delinquent members shall be 
called in open Conference, the morning of the third day and so 
marked, after which any one failing to report must appear before 
the Conference and offer an apology. 

3. The Memorial Service shall be held the morning of the first 
day's session directed by the Committee on Memoirs with a full 
written account of the work of the deceased, followed by^ a 
Memorial sermon. The names of, said deceased shall be carried 
in the Conference Journal. 

4. The District Superintendents shall provide all pastors with 
the Statistical reports before arriving at the seat of the Conference. 
Pastors are required to fill out same from the Church record before 
coming to Conference and the same turned over to the Statistician 
the First day of the Conference reporting same in open Conference 
when called for. 

5. Such items shall be reported upon as designated by the 
Bishop or as authorized by the vote of the Conference. 

6. There shall be a Nominating Committee elected by the Con- 
ference, ministers and laymen; two from each District and three at 
large, which shall nominate members of Committees, Boards and 
Commissions whose term of office shall be from the close of the 
Conference session at which they were elected to the close of the 
following Conference. Members of this Committee may be con- 
tinued or discontinued by vote of the Conference. The Nominating 
Committees work shall not interfere with those boards and Com- 
missions to be appointed by the Bishop or otherwise, but upon 
being so appointed the Nominating Committee shall confirm and 
include same in their report. The advice of the Nominating Com- 
mittee may be sought however in all such matters. A record of all 
such Committee work shall be properly kept in order tftat every 
member of the Conference may serve on the several Committees, 
Boards, etc., thus becoming familiar with the work of the Church. 
Additional nomination may be presented from the floor of the 
Conference and voted upon for adoption or rejection. 

7. No member shall speak on any question more than once 
until all who wish to do so have spoken except by permission of the 
Conference. It shall not be in order to move the previous question 
or to lay on the table at the close of a speech until the pending 
question has been discussed with fairness to both sides. 

8. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to 
indefinitely postpone shall be taken without debate, but the one 
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who offers a formal motion or resolution shall have the right to 
close the debate and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion 
ordering the previous question or to lay on the table or to adjourn. 

9. The following motions may take precedence of the original 
motion or procedure oi each other in the order here named. 1 — To 
adjourn to a given time; 2— To adjourn; 3— To take up the Order 
of the Day; 4 — To lay on the table; 5— To move the previous ques- 
tion; 6— To postpone to a given time; 7— To refer to a Committee; 
8— To amend; to postpone indefinitely. Anyone voting in the ma- 
jority may move a reconsideration, but such a motion shall not be 
debatable. The "aye" and "nay" vote may be taken on any motion 
on the call approval by one-third of the members voting. No debate 
shall precede the making of a motion. All questions of privilege 
must be decided by the Chair. Members shall not be interrupted 
while speaking, except by the presiding officer or Bishop or by a 
member through him or the Speakers consent. 

10. Laymen serving as Officers of the Conference or on 
Standing Committees who are not Lay delegates to the Conference 
or on Standing Committees shall be granted the privilege of the 
floor without vote on matters relating to the Report of their Com- 
mittee, and this shall include Laymen serving on the Board of 
Trustees, Conference Claimants, World Service Commission, Fi- 
nance. 

11. No member shall present charges against another member 
without having previously notified the accused and his District 
Superintendent in writing before the session of the Conference 
opens, thus allowing the accused time to prepare for his defense. 
The charges and specification MUST BE IN WRITING duly signed. 
This is not intended to stop investigation of reports affecting 
character during the session of the Conference. All such charges 
shall be referred to a Select Committee. 

12. The Standing Committee representing the several Boards 
and Dpartments of the Church shall have full charge and preside 
in the anniversaries for said department during the conference 
session and as may be ordered otherwise and all matters pertaining 
to said Department shall be presented to that committee for their 
action and failing said committee's membership shall be chnaged. 
All committee reports, resolutions, etc., shall be submitted in writing 
and a copy given to the Secretary and becomes the property of 
the Conference. 

13. The Missionary Sermon shall be preached the Third Day 
at four P. M. The Conference recognized and commends the work 
of the Ministers' Wives Association and urges upon every minister's 
wife joining the same, also Lay Women if desired. Provision shall 
be made for publishing their Annual report in the Conference 
Journal. 

14. In order to perfect the work of the Ministerial Training 
School, if for valid reasons, candidates fail to attend the Summer 
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school or otherwise, undergraduates may be examined the day be- 
fore the Conference opens and examined and given credit for work 
done then. This provision is not intended to in any way take the 
place of regular established Training School. 

15. The regular designated time and day for observing the 
several Board Anniversaries shall be followed and all pastors are 
required to do so and report accordingly as requested. Special days 
set by the Conference shall be faithfully observed otherwise. We 
recommend the observance of said cause at all of the District 
Conferences in order to better acquaint our people with the pro- 
gram of the church. 

16. The Conference Postmaster, Sexton and sundry expenses 
of the Conference shall be paid as directed either through special 
offering or funds from the Conference investment and othrwise. 

17. The Journal as adopted shall be the Official Journal of the 
Conference and yet where omissions are made and upon the testi- 
mony of competent witnesses such omissions may be corrected in 
open conference and so recorded. The Secretary shall be Custodian 
of the Corporate Seal and all legal documents the property of the 
Conference. 

18. The Disciplinary requirement calling for an audife of the 
books of all persons, boards, etc., holding money and disbursing 
same shall be faithfully complied with and the report duly pub- 
lished in the Journal. 

19. Robert's Rules, Neely's or Cushing's Manuels also Smith's 
shall be considered sufficient guide for woverning the work of the 
Conference subject to the ruling of the Bishop.
